Economy Pie—Heat one pint milk 


to boiling point. Add one egg, which 
has been well beaten and mixed with 
one-half cup sugar, one tablespoon- 
ful flour, and three tablespoonfuls 
cocoanut. 
Flavor with lemon and 


when thick turn into a baked pie 
crust and sprinkle cocoanut on top. 


Egg Puffs—Five eggs, one pint 


milk, three tablespoons flour, one 
teaspoon butter, add one teaspoon 
salt to butter; mix eggs, butter and 
. milk and stir the mixture into the 
flour gradually; melt a small piece 
of butter in a frying pan and turn in 
the above mixture; when set, turn 
and brown on the other side. 


Caramels—One quarter of a pound 


of chocolate, one and a half pounds 
of brown sugar, one-quarter of a 
pound of butter, one tumblerful of 
milk or cream. Put all together and 
let them melt.

The Earth and the Moon. 


As the original earth nebula con- 


densed the lighter materials were dis- 
tributed quite uniformly over the en- 
tire surface, but these are now miss- 
Ing from one hemisphere, the reason 
seeming to be, as Professor G. H. Dar- 
win demonstrated in 1879, that a por- 
tion of the earth's crust has been 
thrown off by tidal action, forming the 
moon. 
The surface density of the 


present" continents is about 2.7, the 
mean density of the moon appearing 
to be 3.4, or not far from that of tho 
missing continents to the depth reach- 
ed. The moon, it Is computed, equals 
a mass having the surface area of the 
terrestrial oceans and a depth of thir- 
ty-six miles, and it is concluded that 
the crust when thirty-six miles thick 
must have been torn away over three- 
fourths of the earth, the remainder 
breaking apart to form the eastern and 
western continents, with Australia and 
other islands. 
These continental and 


island fragments floated like great ice 
floes on liquid materials of a density 
of 3.7 or more. This great rupture 
gave the earth's surface its chief irreg- 
ularities, with a mean difference of 
three miles between the levels of the 
continental plateaus and the ocean 
beds, and as the water condensed in 
the cooling depressions, with the Pa- 
cific where most of the moon had 
been, the dry land was formed that 
has made human life possible. 
We 


may consider that without this change 
the earth would be now in the condi- 
tion of Venus, with water over its 
whole surface.

"Will some one please stand up 


and explain this man Bryan—the 
Phoenix who arises from the ashes of 
deieat stronger, better loved than 
ever?" This question was asked by 
a Pittsburg man in a letter printed in 
the Christian Union Herald. 
This 


man had seen (to use his own lan- 
guage) "a wonderful thing come to 
pass." 
He had seen William J. 


Bryan "flouted by us easterners as a 
wild-eyed disturber of the peace" en- 
tering Pittsburg, "a city which gave 
the 
biggest 
comparative 
majority 


against him of all cities in the nation 
and greeted by an enormous crowd 
with "an attention and enthusiasm 
that 
passeth 
description, 
holding 


them under spell of his niai velous 
eloquence for more than two long 
mortal hours and sending them away 
cheering—and thinking." 


"All this, mark you," said the 


Pittsburg man, "in the city oi Pitts- 
burg—intensely Republican, 'conserv- 
ative,' tariff-loving Pittsburg!—the 
stronghold and center alike of his 
Democratic and Republican enemies! 
If this can occur in Pittsburg, what 
must be his hold upon the people in 
communities where the what-is-is- 
right doctrine is not revered 
as 


here!" 


From these scenes the Pittsburg 


man turned and in utter perplexity 
asked, "What is the explanation of 
Bryan?" 


"What is the explanation of Bry- 


an?" asked the Pittsburg man and 
then added: 
"A magazine writer at- 


tempted recently to explain him, but 
when the article was finished all he 
had proved was that Bryan has made 
a few honest dollars out of his po- 
litical career, though the writer did 
not sufficiently emphasize the phe- 
nomenon that a political career has 
at last resulted in an honest if com- 
paratively small fortune. Bigger for- 
tunes than Bryan's have been made 
through political careers before now, 
but we are never tempted to describe 
them as 'honest.' " 


"What is the explanation of Bry- 


an?" asked the Pittsburg man. "Is 
it honesty? 
There are many honest 


men in the nation who have not his 
wonderful hold on the hearts of the 
people. 
Is it his intellect? 
His is 


not the most powerful intellest in the 
nation, strong though it is. 


"Is it his eloquence? We are still 


under the spell of his incomparable 
voice, cutting wit and forceful sen- 
tences, but we know that his elo- 
quence does not explain him. 


"Is it the romantic quality of the 


career that began when the editor, 
just returned from reporting the con- 
vention which nominated his oppon- 
ent, seizing the dramatic, critical mo- 
ment, thrilled several hundred men 
into nominating an obscure lawyer 
and writer to the highest office in the 
land? 
Hardly!" 


Nor in the opinion of this Pitts- 


burger is the explanation to be found 
in the combination of all four of the 
suggested explanations—honesty, in- 
tellect, eloquence and the romantic 
quality of career. For, in the opinion 
of 
this writer, "The combination 


could never have brought about the 
event described above in Scotch-Irish, 
conservative Pittsburg. 
We 
have 


watched and studied Pittsburgh po- 
litical audiences for several years and 
we have never seen the like of that 
which greeted Bryan. No rabble, but 
a 
fine 
body 
of 
representative, 


thoughtful men; not merely curious, 
but attentive, with an earnest atten- 
tion that was not disturbed by the 
magnetic attraction of his personal- 
ity. They listened as men listen who 
have confidence in their speaker, in 
his sincerity and in his knowledge 
and in his truthfulness." 


Sometimes the things for which we 


dig are to be found upon the surface. 
When the Pittsburg man said that his 
neighbors listened to Mr. Bryan "as 
men listen who have confidence in 
their speaker, in his sincerity and in 
his knowledge and in his truthful- 
ness," he may have given the answer 
to his own question. 


If, however, the Pittsburg writer 


yet finds it difficult to understand 
"what is the explanation of Bryan," 
he might approach the solution of 
the problem with higher hopes for 
results if he freed himself from some 
of 
the newspaper-made misconcep- 


tions concerning Mr. Bryan's career. 
It is hardly fair to say that -when Mr. 
Bryan was nominated for the presi- 
dency in 1896, he was "an obscure 
lawjer and writer." 
Six j ears be- 


fore his nomination for tho presi- 
dency he had been nominated by the! 
Democrats as a candidate lor Con- 
gress in what seemed to bo a hope- 
lessly Republican district. 
In 18SS 


the Republican candidate had carried 
that district by a large plurality, 
in 


1890 
Mr. Bryan carried that district 


by 0,700 plurality, although he had a 
Populist opponent who received 13,- 
OGG votes. 
I think it is admitted in 


Xebraska that this result was largely 
due to the fact that Mr. Br\an"and 
his opponent engaged in a joint de- 
bate. 
While the Republican candi- 


date was an able and resouulul law- 
yer and had committed himself to 
some of the reforms then growing in 
popular favor, Mr. Bryan plainly won 
the honors in a debate noted alike 
for its vigor and good humor. 


In 1X92 Mr. Bryan was re-elected, 


although his Congressional district 
had been rearranged, leaving it com- 
posed largely of Republican counties. 


During bis first term—on March 


10, 1892—Mr. Bryan made bis great 
tariff speech in the House ot Repre- 
sentatives. 
And on that occasion— 


as will hereafter bo shown by wit- 
nesses that may not be said to be 
partisans of the Ncbraskan—he be- 
came a national figure. 
Those who 


had the privilege of hearing that 
speech will not forget it; nor will 
they fail to remember the stirring 
scenes enacted at its close. 
Bryan 


began his address at 2:30 o'clock in 
the afternoon and closed at 5:30. 


Over the report of that speech the 


Xcw York World carried the follow- 
ing headlines: 


"Bryan Downed Them All." 


"Nebraska's Young Congressman 


Scores a Triumph in the House." 


"His Maiden Speech a Brilliant 


Plea for Tariff Reform." 


"Mr. 
Raines of New York 
and 


Messrs. McKenna and Lind Interrupt 
Him with Questions and are Silenced 
by Sharp Replies." 


''Party 
Leaders 
Enthusiastically 


Applaud the Orator, and His Speech 


1 is the Talk of Washington." 


Concerning that 
speech 
I now 


quote from the reports made by the 
New York World, the XTew York Sun, 
the Washington Post, the New York 
Herald and the Xew York Times. 


The Xew York World said: "When 


Speaker Crisp appointed Mr. Bryan 
of Xebraska one of the committee on 
Ways and Means, some criticism was 
made on the ground that he was a 
new member and inexperienced in 
tariff legislation. But Mr. Bryan, to- 
day, 
in a three-hours' speech, made 


the biggest hit of the debate and con- 
firmed the Speaker's judgment of his 
ability. 
No more dramatic speech 


has been delivered at this session. 
Mr. Bryan has the clear-cut features 
of the Randall type. He spoke with- 
out notes, and his baritone voice 
made the chamber ring. The Repub- 
licans sought to take advantage of 
his inexperience in Congress by in- 
terrupting him with questions, which 
v?ould 
have 
puzzled 
much 
older 


heads. 
But Mr. Bryan brightened 


under this friction and forced one 
Republican after another into his 
seat. 
Old campaigners of the Reed 


school, like Raines of Xew York and 
McKeuna of California, found 
the 


young Nebraskan more than their 
match. 
A lawyer by profession, Mr. 


Bryan argued his case with a dra- 
matic directness that aroused 
not 


only the enthusiasm of the Demo- 
crats, but won the applause of the 
galleries. 
When Mr. Bryan finished, 


the galleries applauded for fully five 
minutes, the Democrats and Republi- 
cans gathered about him and shook 
his hand warmly. 
This speech has 


been a revelation. 
No new member 


has received such an ovation in years. 
Mr. Bryan's speech was the talk of 
the town tonight." 


The Washington Post said: 
."If, 


like Byron, Congressman Bryan of 
Nebraska, does not wake this morn- 
Ing and find himself famous, then all 
the eulogies that were passed on him 
In hotel corridors were meaningless. 
There was hardly anything else talk- 
ed about, except the 
wonderfully 


brilliant speech of the young Nebras- 
kan of the House." 


The New York Sun said: "William 


Jennings Bryan, the young Demo- 
cratic leader from Nebraska, whom 
Speaker Crisp placed on the Ways 
and Means Committee against the 
protest of a large element in the 
House, distinguished himself today 
by making the 'star' speech of the 
present session on the "tariff question. 
Mr. Bryan astonished his associates 
and the occupants of the crowded 
galleries by an exhibition of finished 
oratory seldom witnessed in the halls 
of Congress. 
He is only thirty years 


old, is tall and well built, with a 
clean-shaven face and jet black hair. 
Charley O'Neil, the father of the 
House, as he is called, says Mr. Bryan 
looks something as the-late Samuel 
Jackson Randall looked twenty-five 
years ago. An hour was! given Mr. 
Bryan to speak, but when that time 
elapsed there was a general chorus of 
'Go on, go on,' from both sides of the 
House. 
Members lingered in their 


seats and the spectators remained in 
the galleries till 5:12 o'clock, so in- 
tent were they in hearing the young 
orator from the West. Not only was 
he logical, but he was practical, and 
won for himself a place among the 
House orators beside the silver-toned 
Breckinridge of Kentucky, or 
the 


calm-voiced Henderson of Iowa." 


The New York Herald said: 
"As 


Mr. Bryan took his seat he was the 
recipient of hearty congratulations 
from his party colleagues. 
Although 


this was his maiden speech, he show- 
ed every quality of a fine orator. No 
member 
who has 
addressed 
the 


House thus far upon the tariff ques- 
tion has received the same attention 
which was accorded the young Ne- 
braskan." 


The New York Times said: "For 


most of the time since the tariff bat- 
tle in the House began, the Demo- 
crats have been attacking the Repub- 
licans' position largely with oratori- 


al 
firecrackers. 
Some of these ex- 


plosives made a merry crackling, but 
not enough of it fully to wake up the 
deliberate body, and certainly not 
enough fully to arrest the attention 
of many persons out of the House. 
Today, almost with the effect of an 
ambuscade, the Democrats uncovered 
a ten-inch gun, and for two hours 
shelled the surprised enemy so effec- 
tively, that the protectionist batter- 
ies, at first manned with spirit, but 
supplied with very light guns, were 
silenced, Gunner Raines (Republican, 
Xew York,) coming out of the en- 
gagement with a badly battered muz- 
zle, and with the conviction, proba- 
bly, that he would be compelled next 
time to put in more powder and em- 
ploy newer and more modern projec- 
tiles. The man who today ceased to 
be a new and young unknown mem- 
bor, and jumped at once into the po- 
sition of the best tariff speaker in ten 
yoars, 
was 
Representative Bryan, 


Democrat, ot Nebraska. To be a rep- 
resentative from Xebraska implies a 
condition of revolution in that state; 
but it also means something more in 
the case oi Mr. Bryan that was not 
suspected before by those who are 
not familiar with bis reputation at 
home. 
Some of the men who sup- 


ported Mills were in doubt at the 
time of tho caucus about his sound- 
ness generally, as he was one of the 
four Springer men who stuck 
to 


Springer after 'the last button was off 
his coat,' and when the votes of the 
four would have elected Mills instead 
of Crisp. After his speech today there 
can be no doubt about where he 
stands on the tariff question. There 
can be no doubt about his power of 
oratory 
and 
argument, 
and 
Mr. 


Raines, who is apt at a certain shal- 
low sort of sophistical cross-question- 
ing, 
will probably admit that Mr. 


Bryan is able to hold his own with a 
veteran in the black-horse cavalry. 
For two hours and a halt Mr. Bryan 
held the floor and his audience, being 
urged to go on after his hour had ex- 
pired, and being inspired to still fur- 
ther continue by shouts of 'Go on, Go 
on,' when he indicated a modest de- 


sire to bring his long speech to a 
close. Having a graceful figure, a lit- 
tle above the average height, Mr. 
Bryan is not unlike Carlisle in fea- 
ture, but not so spare. 
His face is 


smooth shaved and,, the features are 
strong and well marked. 
His voice 


is clear and strong, his language 
plain but not lacking in grace. 
He 


uses illustrations effectively, and he 
employs humor and sarcasm with ad- 
mirable facility. 
The applause that 


greeted him was as spontaneous as it 
was genuine." 


Although Mr. Bryan's political op- 


ponents have told the world that Ne- 
braska has often recorded its politi- 
cal vote against him, they have not 
given the testimony that will be 
cheerfully borne by any reputable 
citizen of this state: 
That William 


J. Bryan has never met with political 
reverses, but that he was accompa- 
nied by thousands of men who, hav- 
ing had every opportunity for the 
.study of the man, trusted him im- 
plicitly and admired him for the phil- 
osophy with which he met defeat, the 
vigor with which he waged the bat- 
tle and the honesty with which he de- 
fended conviction. 


And these will also say that in this 


day Mr. Bryan is stronger in Nebras- 
ka than at any other time ih his ca- 
reer. 
He has won the way to the 


hearts of Nebraskans, regardless of 
political prejudice. 


If I were asked to answer the 


question, "What is the explanation of 
Bryan?" I would quote the conclud- 
ing paragraph of an editorial that ap- 
peared in the Omaha Daily World- 
Herald during the closing hours of 
the Congressional campaign of 1890. 
It was good then; it is good now: 


"Nature has gifted Mr. Bryan with 


a remarkable face—such a face as 
could be carved on a coin and not be 
out of place. He has a physical vigor 
which makes his unstudied gestures 
forcible and emphatic. 
He has an 


eye which is by turns commanding 
and humorous. 
And he has a voice 


which is equally adapted to tender- 
ness or to denunciation. 
All these 


natural gifts has William J. Bryan 
and to them is added a talent for re- 
search, a genius for accuracy, and a 
nature for truth. Let Nebraska con- 
gratulate herself on the fact that she 
has an orator who possesses the physi- 
cal and mental qualities to make him 
a remarkable man in the history of 
this nation. 
And if the World-Her- 


ald reads the stars aright^ the time 
will come when W. J. Bryan will 
have a reputation which will reach 
far beyond Nebraska—and it will be 
a reputation for the performance of 
good deeds."

IMPORTANT VERDICT 


Attorney Madore 
Secures 
Verdict 


Against Law Book Company. 


A verdict of much importance to 


the legal profession in the state was 
rendered at last court in favor of

Down in the "Blue Grass" Country— 


Natural Bridge-. 


Jackson, Ky. 
This 
is 
the 
county 
seat 
of 


Breathitt, the feudal county of the 
state. 
It is over a hundrd miles 


from Lexington, the garden spot of 
the state, and in speaking of it every 
one says 
up to Jackson, while in 


reality Jackson is some three hun- 
dred feet lower than Lexington, yet 
it is among the mountains, and is 
surrounded by coal mines and big 
sawmills, and being on the north fork 
of the Kentucky river gets the logs 
to be turned into lumber. I saw to- 
day many very large rafts that were 
lining the river banks as far as one 
could see. 
The logs seemed to be 


cut of a length and were not so large 
as those that I have seen floated 
down the Big Sandy river in this 
state. 


The town has a population of fif- 


teen hundred, owns its own electric 
plant; others own the ice plant, the 
bank, four churches, etc. 
There are 


some very large stores here; Day 
Brothers Company and M. L. Grain 
are the largest. 
These men are not 


afraid to buy either; for instance, the 
writer landed at the Imperial Hotel 
at 11:30, had dinner and sold fou 
thousand packages of Happy Bill an 
Fort Bedford Peanuts inside of a. 
hour. 
I counted eleven restaurant 


advertising sott drinks and there ma 
have been that many more that I d 
not find. The streets are paved 
This is the end of the L. & E. rail 
road, the only one that comes here 
There is one colored man here, an 
a very active one at that, who is em 
ployed at the freight depot.

fellow only weighs three hundred an< 
eighty pounds! 
This is the only on 


I saw during my slay of two hours in 
the town. 


There is a section of country cov 


ering four counties that draws on 
Jackson for supplies and merchant 
come in with teams and haul good 
sixty miles. 
The river also serve 


them well, as 1 was told that som 
merchants came for goods and tools 
them up the river seventy-five mile 
on a push boat. A push boat, as ex 
plained to me, is a long boat thre 
feet wide, with a flat bottom. 
Thes 


merchants most certainly earn all th 
profit they make in their goods; i 
takes ten days of very hard work t( 
make a trip with one of these fla 
boats. The scenery from Winchester 
Ky., to Jackson is the most pictur 
esque in the country. 
One, as h 


rides along, sees stables made un'de 
the shelf of a hanging rock; thi 
may be an extension of eight ti 
12 feet and you can readily see wha 
a protection for the stock. 
At othe 


places I saw what would be a bij 
stack of hay or a couple loads of las 
year's fodder put snugly away unde 
these projections. 


The railroad winds along the little 


streams and around the huge rock 
that at times look as if they would 
fall by the laying on of a finger's 
weight. It also runs under the Nat 
ural Bridge. 
This bridge is nothing 


but a big rock that was droppec 
down from somewhere and in light 
ing hit two other big ground seeds 
that were nearly fiat on top anc 
about fifteen feet high. 
The stone 
that dropped was some fourteen fee 
long, so there is the Natural Bridge 
'tis high and wide enough to accom 
modate a train and a wagon side bj 
side. 


The narrow valleys are thicklj 


settled and one sees gardens on the 
hillsides near the houses. 
The pota 


toes looked fine and one place I sa- 
the greatest quantity of sweet peas 
in bloom. There is an appliance like 
stilts that these farmers use in plow 
ing the hillsides. 
It is fastened on 


the mule and as he walks along the 
steep places it not only keeps him 
from sliding down the hill but raises 
up his lower side, thus enabling him 
to walk as nearly level as if he were 
walking on Juliana street. 
Then a 


the end of the furrow, if it is such 
after the farmer turns his plow, he 
throws his stilts over the mule and 
goes back, thus reversing the stilts 
at every turn. 
Of course, there is 


only one mule to a plow.
